1 . Claims 21 -40 are pending in this Office Action. 

Election/Restrictions 

2. Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 
121: 

I. Claims 21-34 are drawn to grouping the candidate combinations into 
clusters, classified in class 707, subclass 6. 

II. Claims 35-40 are drawn to using an index on non-volatile memory to store 
a set of bitmaps that are generated during the phase, classified in class 
707, subclass 2. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 
Inventions in Groups I and II are related as subcombinations disclosed as usable 
together in a single combination.
